WASHINGTON, Aug. 12-T he 
war assets administration passed 
£ out word today it is ready to crack 
down on surplus property chiselers. 
Spokesmen said the agency is 
tightening procedures and bolster­ 
ing its enforcement staff to head 
off repetition of the "too many*’ 
Irregular operations disclosed by 
recent investigations. 
Officials 
said 
veterans 
who 
‘‘front” for the civilians—buying 
scarce surplus goods with high GI 
priorities, only to turn the goods 
over to others—constitute the big­ 
gest problem. 
Joseph Carroll, compliance di­ 
rector, said the widespread veter­ 
ans racket will be combatted prin­ 
cipally through a tougher screen­ 
ing of G. I. applications to buy. 
There Is a general reluctance to 
prosecute veterans, he Bald. How- 
^ ever, civilians who conspire with 
ex-servicemen to use their priority 
certificates can expect to be hail­ 
ed Into court. Thirty civilians al­ 
ready have been arrested for bogus 
surplus deals, and 26 of these have 
been Indicted. 
Carroll, an ex-FBI agent, has 
•et up enforcement offices at 21 
key points over the country. Oth­ 
ers will be opened rapidly. 
^ 
In their busiest three months to 
date. Carroll's men Investigated 
I 200 cases of alleged irregularity, 
favoritism or criminal violation 
In the second quarter of 1946. 
“While the majority of com­ 
plaints are unfounded, in too many 
Instances investigation 
has dis­ 
closed administrative or criminal 
Irregularities,” a report on their 
work said 
Resulting Indictments charged 
i bribery, fraud, or theft of govern­ 
ment property. 
Alleged 
‘front" operations by 
veterans prompted 374 investiga­ 
tion, and a “majority’* of these 
cases have gone to the justice de­ 
partment. 
However, no veteran has been 
arrested. 
War assets last w#ek halted 
sales of surplus aluminum pending 
I a probe of purchases by 43 ex-GI’s. 
al^ged'y for one aluminum con­ 
cern. Officials said the veterans 
would not be prosecuted. 
* 
Veterans under the law get a 
priority in surplus purchases sec­ 
ond only to the federal govern­ 
ment. They bought 33 per cent of 
si! surplus consumer goods sold in 
June. 
War assets said that though a 
very 
small 
percentage of GI’s 
were operating illegally, they ire 
diverting "relatively large quanti­ 
ties” of material from veterans 
who want surplus property for 
legitimate use in their own busi­ 
nesses. 
Other groups also are trying to 
chisel. Carroll’s reports showed in 
one month 15 rases in which coun­ 
ty or city governments, exercis­ 
ing their priority, bought cars os­ 
tensibly for their own use but 
actually for resale to private d u ­ 
ce na.
